FOR LOCATING OF OIL. 


TEXAN USES ELECTRIC CUR- 


RENT IN MANNER TO REVO- 
LUTIONIZE INDUSTRY. 


[EXCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 
CORSICANA (Texas) Aug. 25. 
—Locating crude petroleum by 
means of an electrical device, 
no matter how far beneath the 
earth's surface the product may 
be. has successfully done 
in the shallow field near here 
during the last few weeks, and 
Eugene Elkins, the inventor of 
the instrument, has gone to the 
outlying district around Burk- 
burnett to make further prac- 
tical testa of the remarkable 
invention. The oil industry 
may be revolutionized tf oil 
pools can be located by means 
of the instrument. The prin- 
ciple upon which it works is de- 
acribed by Mr. Elkins as fol- 
lows: 

“The system consists of form- 
ing an electrical circuit through 
the earth by dropping an in- 
sulated wire to the bottom of 
a dry water hole, valley or in- 
dentation, placing a series of 
batteries on top of the earth, 
to the positive pole of which ts 
attached a land wire. This land 
wire is then taken out over the 
field in any direction and for 
any distance and all of the iIn- 
termediate territory is combed 
thoroughly with electric currents 
flowing from the annode or 
positive pole to the cathode or 
negative pole. The earth, being 
simply a huge inverted magnet, 
the electric currents travel from 
one to the other of the charged 
poles by the path of least resist - 
ance, much as does the return 
current of the telegraph system 
through its ground wires to the 
point of origin.

SAYS NEW ARMY PLANS 
KILL NATIONAL GUARD. 


COL, ROSE POINTS DEFECTS IN 
BILL NOW UP FOR MILI- 
TARY REORGANIZATION. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. ! 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 23. — The 
National Guard Association of the 
United States, Col. John B. Rose, 
chairman, issued a statement today 
criticising the army reorganization 
bill now pending in Congress. One 
of the association's main objections 
to the bill is that it will make it 
practically impossible for the Na- 
tional Guard to exist. 


In a statement accompanying an 
analysis of the measure. Chairman 
Rose pledged the association to uni- 
versal military training, but against 
universal military service. 

The objections to the reorganiza- 
tion bill offered by the association 
are summarized as follows: 

The bill is crude, incomplete 
and provides no general scheme 
of a military policy for the United 
States. 

It creates an unnecessarily 
large Regular Army and 0»pro- 
vides advanced grades for prac- 
tically every officer in the Regu- 
lar Army. 

It is another bill giving to the 
executive the legislative powers of 
Congress. 

It puts bovs of 19 years of age 
in the Regular Army for three 
months. 

It provides 
militia bureau 


an overofficered 
for a national 
guard, while at the same time 
making no provisions for the 
National Juard and providing 
for legislation which will make 
it practically tmpossible for the 
National Guard to exiet. 

It does not make clear just 
what sections or acts it intends 
to repeal, and ft incorporates by 
reference a number of statutes 
and contains many “jokers. 

It gives blanket power to the 
General Staff to reorganize the 
army and to carry out their unil- 
vereal training scheme by “regu- 
lations.” 

It puts the system of reserve 
officers under “regulations” to be 
adopted by the General Staff. 

The expense of maintaining the 
enormous Regular Army and the 
compulsory service features would 
add at least $1,590,000,000, to 
$2.000,000,000 to the tax rate, 
which is already prohibitive.

RECALL SEVENTH CAVALRY. 

The two troops of the Seventh 
Cavalry ordered into Mexico, oppo- 
site Fabens, Tex., this morning, in 
pursuit of Mexican cattle thieves, 
were ordered out late this after- 
noon by Brig.-Gen. James B. Erwin, 
district commander. Failure to 
lecate the trall of the bandits was 
given as the reason for the with- 
drawal. 

The bandits had a start of twelve 
hours on the American troops and 
their trail was lost by the Americans 
near the border.

“The American people ought to

pound for muscats, the highest in 
| the history of the industry. At the 
same time it was announced that 
| the entire crop controlled by the 
Associated, which wil! be more than 
95 per cent. of the output of Cali- 
fornia. has already been sold at the 
opening prices and is contracted for 
delivery. 

Last year the average prices for 
the season were muscats 5 1-2 cents: 
Sultanas 6 1-2 cents; Thompsons 
6 3-4 cente. 

The crop estimate for the present 
year is 200,000 tons, according to 
the official statement of Wyllile M. 
Giffen, the president of the com- 
pany. For the season, therefore, 
the total value of the raisin crop 
will approximate $44,000,000 as com- 
pared to a crop worth less than 
$20,000,000 last season. 

After deciaring that the question 
of price for this season was a very 
dificult one and required careful 
and long extended consideration, 
Mr. Griffen's opening statement 
says: 

“We realize that we are in the 
midst of a frenzied, uncertain condi- 
tion and a price which seems fair 
today may be either too high or too 
low tomorrow. But after a very 
careful consideration we believe the 
prices named are fair both to the 
producer and the consumer. Probably 
Tew growers have expected so high a 
price: and or. the other hand the 
consumer is paying such a high price 
for everything else that we do not 
believe he will hesitate to continue 
using raisins at what we may con- 
sider a very high price.”

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THE PSYCHOLOGY OF STRIKES. 


reasoning, is it that considerable bodies of men seek to redress real 


a pt causes strikes? By what process of reasoning, or by what lack of 
or imaginary grievances by the crude act of quitting work and beating 


up men who take their abandoned jobs? 
It is indeed an interesting subject for all students of the human mind. 


Let us suppose that our civilization is 5000 years old. It is not so’ old 
as that, but it is old. This concerted action on the part of an organized body 
_ of men, which has for its object the changing of a condition, or conditions, is 


as old as our civilization is. 


In these times we call it a ‘‘strike.”’ It is an experiment that has never 
proved successful in anything like a large sense. It is the crudest idea 
imaginable—as crude as the beginnings of civilization were—and yet it is 


still attempted. 


In these 5000 years that we have some semblance of a record of the 


evolution of civilized man, we find that the strike is almost the only thing re- 


maining unchanged among what has been called “the primordial facts of. our 


intelligent nature.” 

Men no longer live in trees, but in the houses they have learned to build. 
They no longer go barefoot, but wear shoes. In the scheme of their edo- 
nomics they are no longer time-servers, and they have done away with kings. 

It would indeed be difficult to find one single idea except this one idea 
of the “strike” that civilization had even 2000 years ago which has not been 
changed or totally abandoned. 

The Old Testament, which is the most reliable chronicle of ancient 
times, contains many instances of social disturbances and upheavals which were 
nothing more or less than strikes. It is “old stuff,"’ as the saying has it. 

In the stone age, and long after it, if a man desired to make another 
man agree with him concerning any serious matter, he proceeded to convince 
the other man by means of a club. The only way he knew to do it was to 
beat up the other man. 


e In these times the striker burns with the desire to beat up the other man, © 


and the other man often finds himself so disposed of unless he is fortunate 
enough to have the police come in time to his rescue. 

We know that nothing good has really ever been accomplished by brute 
force. We know that its methods are relics of the barbarism and ignorance 
of the stone age. 

How is it, therefore, that the strike is still possible and that it persists 
and lives so long after every other ignorance contemporary with its birth 
has disappeared and is dead? 

II. 


F WE accept as true the assertion of labor-union leaders in this country 
that the members of their organizations constitute a body of intelligent 
human beings who can read and write, and who do read and write, then 

we must also concede that when they engage in a strike we have before us a 
problem in mind-phenomena more baffling than all others of which psychology 
has taken cognizance. | 

Let us observe the strike without resentment, or rancor, or prejudice, 
and what do we see? 

We see a body of employees endeavoring to force their employers into 
a bargain which the employers refuse to accept. 

Now, the next question that must be asked is this: If_a bargain be pro- 
posed, and one party declines to agree to the bargain, has the other party 
the right to club the first party into it? 


This is a thing that can't be done. It is the essence of a contract that« 


both sides agree to it. The common law courts have so held for centuries 
past, and so hold today. 


Nor need a man be learned in the law to know that this is so. It is.. 


common sense. If a man proposes to sell you a cord of wood for a dollar 
and you pees to buy it on those terms, has he the right to hammer you into 
so 

Certainly not. Everybody knows that. Members of labor ate know 
it, walking delegates know it, Sam Gompers knows it. Johp D. Rockefeller 
and Pete Smith, and every man, woman and child in America, lettered or 
unlettered, know it. 

If a man has nothing to sell except his labor, then that is the only com- 
modity he has to dispose of in the market. He has the right to get the highest 
market price for it that anyone is willing to pay, but he can't set a price ar- 
bitrarily and force anyone to buy at the price he has set. 

He may try to-do so, but he can't get away with it unless those who 

labor can't get a better. bargain. Under the same circumstances, a 
ag have. to pay $10 for a sack of flour, although the market price

But, at the same time that the strike is saying this, those who con- 
stitute its membership. claim the right to buy a sack of flour at $5 if it be for 
sale at that price, although a flour merchant down the street is trying to force 
them to pay $10 a sack for it. 
The strike claims the right to force compliance with its own price list, 
but refuses to comply with the price list of the sellers of other commodities. 
In short, the strike demands that its members be made a preferred class. 
If all sellers of the legally protected commodity of labor were members 
of the strike gang, it would be another matter. The demands made would 
then have to be accepted by the purchasers or else there would ‘be no sale. 
But, neither in these strikes that are now in process, nor in any strike 
of which there is record, are or were included all who had labor to sell. 
There were always, as there are now, men who proposed more advantageous 
terms to purchasers. 
Has a man, then, the right to sell, under legal safeguards, whatever he 
has to sell, at a price satisfactory to himself? : 
labor unions say no. 
IV. 


HIS is not sophistry, but a plain statement of facts that it is impossible 

to controvert. 

But, that is neither here nor there. The country is torn by strikes 
that will inevitably result in loss to all concerned, including the strikers them- 
selves, with the public standing as the heaviest loser of all. 

These strikes will end as all other strikes have ended, in general loss and 
unhappiness. And all strikes in the future are doomed in advance to end the 
same way. Who is or ever will be the better off, on the whole, for strikes? 

The question is, then, what kind of barnacle is it that still clings in the 
backs of the heads of members of labor unions that they persist in a thing 
that they know has always produced more evil than good, has always failed 
to bring about the desired conditions and that will continue to fail? 

If a man tried for a thousand years to get through a stone wall by butting 
a hole through it with his head, and found he couldn't get through by that 
method, would you not think that he would try some other way? 

Without considering at all the merits or demerits of the situation, with- 
out arguing as to which side is right and which side is wrong, wouldn't you 
suppose that the labor unions would weary of a way that has always failed, in 
the large sense, and that always will fail, and try some other way? 


V. 


HENEVER a considerable body of men form themselves into a distinct 
group, that group then becomes ideal for study at the hands of the 
ethnologist; consequently, the labor union may well be put under the 

microscope of the scientist. 

Students of man are aware of this, and they are busy with their investi- 
gations. Especially in England is this the case. While statesmen are wrestling 
with the unions in politics, the scientists are studying them purely in the 
interests of science. 

Whatever it may be that baffles the statesmen, we need have no concern. 
Politics is an. ephemeral thing—a thing that shifts and changes and has to do 
only with the problem of the hour. But science is a thing that concerns itself 
with fundamentals. " 

And the problem of the scientist now is to probe’ into the mind-phe- 
nomena of this group that holds so stubbornly to the mental attitude of the 
caveman and the people of the stone age. 

In the face of the fact, so palpable and so emphatic, that when a labor 
union resorts to the crude methods of force—the most antiquated and ele- 
mental of instincte—it loses the sympathy of the public, loses the friendship 
of Justice and Truth, loses caste and literally tears itself limb from limb, it 
still follows that darkened pathway. 

You have seen a dazed bird beating its wings against a light in the night, 
and you have wondered that even a bird would not have more sense than to 
do a thing like that. Well, it is so with the labor union when it resorts to the 
strike. 


Some time the unions will learn. But, the question is, how long will be 
the time? Will it be tomorrow, or another thousand years from now?

‘The machinery of modern industry is 
80 adjusted that no part can cease to func- 
tion without interfering with all the rest. 
Complete independence is.possible only in 
the savage state. As soon aS men meet in 


Common association their interdependence 


is established. Workers in at least fifty 
other industries have been injuriously af 
fected by the car strikes now in effect here. 
Every time a new craft obeys the orders 
of the walking delegates to “down tools” 
the injury, grows like the widening ripples 
from a stohe cast into a pool 

Because members of the railroad brother- 
hoods are refusing to operate freight trains 
in and about Los Angeles and have desert- 
ed the railroad shops thousands of persons 
have been thrown out of employment in the 
fruit districts and a shortage of fruit and 
vegetables threatens to send prices above 
anything demanded by the profiteers. There 
has been a falling off in the patronage of 
stores and a reduction of force becomes 
necessary. In every instance the ones first 
affected, and most injuriously affected, are 
‘the families of the workers themselves. 
Strikes do almost inestimable harm, and 
the misery and the suffering they create 
serve to teach the lesson that whenever 
one class in the industrial army suffers all 
must suffer. Tons of perishable foodstuffs 
are going to waste in the field and orchard. 
Many farmers and ranchers will be heavy 
losers by reason of failing to market. their 
crops. At least $500,000 worth of perishe- 
ble foodstuffs has already been destroyed. 
If the tie-up continues another week the 
losses will mount to millions. And through- 
out the whole broad expanse of the South- 
land the only one to reap a possible benefit 
is the walking delegate. 

Workers themselves fail to understand 
that every low struck at industry hits the 
family of some industrial worker. If the 
railway strikes become more serious the suf- 
fering among the working classes fiere wil! 
be such that soup kitchens may have to be 
opened. Men who might be working for 
the best wages ever paid workmen fn the 
history of American industry will stand in 
line waiting for a chance to become recipi- 
ents of public charity. There will be hun- 
-ger in the city while food rots in the fields 
outside. 

Modern industry has established ,an in- 
terdependence of labor; it has made the 
workmen in one Craft dependent upon those 
of other crafts. The movement is as finely 
adjusted as that of a watch; when a sin- 
gie wheel clogs the whole machinery is 
thrown awry. Those who imagine that 
they are hitting capital by blocking the 
wheels of industry fail to perceive that 
the families of the workers themselves have 
received the deepest wound. If the elec- 
triclans strike and turn the city,dark the 
families of the railroad switchmen and of 
motormen must suffer: when the switch- 
men strike and food goes to waste by the 
carload and prices of necessities go up to 
punitive heights the families of the e 
tricians feel the pinch. When the oc6al 
miners in Great Britain struck for more 
pay the greatest protest came from work- 
men in other crafts. For this left the work- 
men’s homes without heat and fuel; and it 
was quickly ascertained that most of the 
increase, if granted, would have to be paid 
by other workmen in higher prices for coal. 
Other workers have to pay a high price 
for strikers’ folly. The telephone strike, 
the shipyard strike and the railway 
strikes bring enforced idleness to families 
that cannot afford to be idle. Work is 
abundant; jobs are calling; wages are high- 
er than ever before; yet the workers are 
wasting theif energy and opening the doors 
of their homes to the wolf of hunger. The 
high cost of foodstuffs is « terrible menace 
fm the home where the breadwinner is out 
on strike. 
And in nearly every local instance the 
strike has been called against a company 
that was operating at a loss. All industrial 
corporations, excepting those engaged in 
producing ammunition and army supplies, 


have been hard hit by the increase in the

losses sustained by the United States 
Railroad Administration are an illus- 
tration of the increased cost of do- 
_ing business. About 90 per cent. of 
the street railways of the country 
are insolvent at the present time.

And 
because they are impossible strikes 
have been called and the pinch of 
the high cost of living ig made the 
tighter. 
For several weeks The Times has 
signaled a warning that Bolsheyist 
and 1.W.W. agents were {fying to 
foment industrial strife in Los An- 
geles. They seek to create discon- 
tent where no actual grievance ex- 
ists. They have made common 
cause with the radical elements in 
the labor unions that is stri to 
enforce closed-shop condi in 
Los Angeles industry. If they can 
send out to the world the news that 
industrial strife exists in Southern 
California they feel they have ac- 
complished an important part of 
their object. If they could close 
every industry in Southern Califor- 
nia they would he hailed as heroes 
by the radical world. As the rail- 
way strike assumes different phases 
their crude handiwork ts every- 
where visible.. It is a part of the 
radical plot that the railroad switch- 
men and shopmen should be acting 
las individuals and not as an organ- 
. ization. By so doing they seek to 
avoid the charge of sedition in hin- 
dering the movement of Federal 
troops and the mails.

“It is impossible té describe the 
pathetic and moving spectacie 
presented by the mothers and chil- 
dren who crowd into the kitchens 
with every exp n of joy,” Dr.

into the sphere of humanitarian ef- 
fort instituted by the American Re- 
lief Administration. One is the evi- 
dent appreciation of those who are 
being helped; another is the effi- 
cient way in which the local com- 
mittees take up thé burden of car- 
rying out our plans and the active 
support of the various eity officiais.” 

The foédd in bulk is delivered to 
the warehouses operated by the loca) 
committees. They maintain a suit- 
able guard at night and a competent 
method of protection. by day. Deliver- 
ses are made by drays and carts fur- 
nished by the city. A good set of 
scales is in every warehouse, and all 
fuod is weighed before being re- 
ceived and sent out.

TO BE VOUCHED FOR. 


Commercial Travelers Must Bear 
Credentials in France. 


Persons intending to visit France 
as commercial travelers will be in- 
terested in the new regulations just 
promulgated by France, regarding 


the necessity of having cards of 
identification in that country, ac- 
cording to information received yes- 
terday by Charles N. Williams, 
clerk of the United States District 
Court. 

It provides that all commercial 
travelers intending to visit that 
country must be provided with cards 
of identification vised by the near- 
est Chamber of Commerce in the 
United States. 

The procedure recommended is a 
card or letter by the firm employ- 
ing the individual, attested by a 
recognized Chamber of Commerce 
in the nearest city if none exists in 
the firm’s home town. . 

A law recently passed by the 
French Chamber of Deputies makes 
it compulsory for all foreigners and 
commercia] travelers to carry these 
credentials after September 24. 
Failure invites fines ranging from 
$10 to $400. The cards must be 
renewed yearly

“Since the plaintiff (Frost) is not 
injured at all, either specifictally or 
otherwise, he cannot under the gen- 
eral law maintain any action with 
respect to the continuance of the 
water service. Further. ip that as- 
pect the cese is entirely without 
merit, since the thing complained of. 
the supplying of water unfit for 
public use. does not exist.” 

Judge Works was justified, the de- 
cision says, in refusing to grant any 
relief based upon the theory that 
the plaintiff as a private individual 
was maintaining an action to abate 
or enjoin a condition which con- 
stituted a public nuisance.

Hospitable Huts had Housed 
Hosts of Heroes. 


Some Data of Organization's 
Big Achievements. 


Finis is now being written about 
the work of the Y.M.C.A. in France, 
according to an announcement frum 
the New York headquarters of the 
National War Work Council of thre 
Y.M.C.A., received in Los Angeles 
yesterday. All “Y" huts or centers 
im every leave area in France were 
closed during the present month, and 
preparations are now being made to 
wind up the war work affairs of the 
association in Paris, London and 


Edinburgh. 
The Y.M.C.A. conducted 405 ho- 


tels, clubs and cafes and was host 
to a million men on leave in those 
three cities, it is stated. Y.M.C.A. 
guides in Paris showed the sights 
of the city to 4800 men a week, or 
a total of 498,000, from January to 
June of this year. 

The curtain has been rung down 
by the last of the 1028 entertain- 
ment folk who have sung and joshed 
away the grouches of thousands of 
the doughboys. Attendance at these 
entertainments is said to have ex- 
ceeded 37,000,000 in eleven months. 

“The ‘Y’ girls are the last to break 
away,” says the statement to the 
Los Angeies Y.M.C.A. “They have 
given cheer and comfort to thous- 
ands of men, often making as many 
as 10,000 doughnuts a day. The 
American girl, we can safely say, has 
kept the American ideals and sense 
of purity dominant as she has pre- 
sided at the huts, served hot choco- 
late at the ‘wet canteens,’ and sewed 
on buttons and chevrons.

Weare therefore exactly as rich 
as the Harrisons themselves, and we 
are justified in taking great pride 
in our possessions. So you will rar- 
don me, I feel sure, if I gloat, now 
and then, over our treasures.

Thirty years ago, in the city of 
Dreux, a substantial residence with 
gardens and orchards was given to 
the municipality for use as an asile 
de vieillards, or people's home. 
T it ie a Franco-American pa- 
vilion and dispensary devoted tothe 
care of tuberculous Soldiers and 
refugees. It has been estimated that 
from 100,000 to 700,000 French sol- 
diers have been found tuberculous. 
The facilities for the care of the 
tuberculous were entirely taken 
over by the military authorities at 
the beginning of the war, leaving 
practically no facilities for the 
care of *the civilian population 
which was increased by 5,000,000 
refugees. The Commission for the 
of Tuberculosis in 

the American Red 
Cross, realizing the gravity of the 
situation, have given marked as- 
sistance to the dispen which 
‘has done such splendid w among 
‘the refugees. 

The pavilion has three floors of 
separate service, for Men, women 
and children. All the wards are 
large, well-ventilated, and _  well- 
Mghted, and each floor has its own 
‘air porch. Nursing care is given by 
the Sisters of Saint Paul du Char- 
tres. This ordem which has its 
mother house in the famous old 
cathedral city of Chartres, is one 
of the great nursing orders in 
France, with branches in both Italy 


and Japan. All during the period 
of fighting these nursing sisters 
worked tirelessly and unselfishly 


in the interests of the tuberculous, 
and to them, says,the Modern Hos- 
pital, belongs credit for many of 
the splendid results achieved in that 
particular field of war work. 

A ploneer medical clinic, estab- 
Wehed fifteen years ago to protect 
the health of 600 employees, and 
gradually enlarged and expanded 
until it now cares for a total of

That we should still 
imprison our conscientiove objec- 
tors after the enemy has been con- 
quered seems incredible, but that we 
should add to this the treatment 
which they have undergone we con- 
sider a denial of the public purpose 
for which we entered the war, and 
a disgrace to our penal syetem. We 
have pledged ourselves to give all 
possible publicity to the conditions 
in the island prison to the end that 
the people may be aroused to what 
ie going on there and take stepe to 
stop the outrages. In the name of 
human rights and common decency 
we demand that such crueities ase are 
being afflicted upon our prisoners 
cease, and we serve notice that we 
shall keep up the agitation against 
the same until they are abolished.” 
The letter is signed by members of 
the club.

HOW DYES ARE MADE 
FROM SEA SNAILS. 


Along the coast of New Engian 
there is a common species of 
snail that is a living bottle of in- 
delible ink. It is a crimson ink, 


The mollusk in question is found 


clinging to rocks just below the 
level of low tide. and the ink is 
contained in a whitish vein beneath 
the skin of its back. The fluid is 
at first yellow in color, but when 
& garment marked with it is ex- 

to the sun, it turns green, 
then blue, then purple and. finally 
to a brilliant unchangeable crim- 
son. 

This is one of the two spectes 
of whelks from which in ancient 
time was obtained the famous “Ty- 
rian purple’—a dye considered too 
splendid for the adornment of any 
but kings and nobles. Indeed, it 
was so costly that none buf the 
very rich could afford it, wool dyed 
with tt being worth $175 a pound. 

The liquor was procured by 
crushing the snails in a mortar. Six 
pounds of it were required to stain 
a pound of wool, the ready-woven 
fabric being soaked in it and aft- 
erward exposed to sunlight. Stuffs 
thus dyed are said to have had a 
remarkable color effect, presenting 
changing hues to the eye, like mod- 
ern “variable” silks. 

The chemistry of today, however, 
is able to produce Tyrian purple in 
the laboratory, as one merely of a 
long list of coal tar derivativés that 
come under the general head of 
“aniline” dves-——{Kansas City Star.

THE FATE OF 
KING MENELEK. 


Former Abyssinian Monarch 
Lives in.a Hut. 


Introduced Modern Methods 
| but Lost His Throne. 


Former Visitor Relates an 
Interview with Him. 


[From the City Ster.) 
Though he made frantic efforts 
to keep up with the procession, 
Menelek, former King of Abyssinia, 
feli by the side of the road. He 
was too far away from modern 
civilization te keep abreast of the 
rulers of other lands, so about three 
years ago he stepped down from his 
throne and surrendered the reins of 
government to his daughter. And 
now Menelek, in old age, sits back 
his mud-plastered hut and watches 
4 daughter reign over the people 
Who once made obeisance to him. 
No one can charge the former 
uler of Abyssinia with not trying 
to modernize his country. Though 
he was compelled by the nature af 
his subjects to rule with the sword 
and rifle, still he augmented these 
with such modern appliances that 
eameé from the @istance to aid him. 
Telephones connected him with the 
Pemote places of his empire. He en- 
tertained his court with phonograph 
music and even issued royal edicts 
on the little cylinders, which were 
transported to the villages of his em- 
pire by messengers, and there re- 
oduced that the populace might 
es the orders of its king in his 
own voice. 
A HARD WORKING MONARCH. 
King Menelek was a hard work- 
ine monarch. He arose at 3 or 4 
eclock in the morning to receive 
couriers from distant parts. And, 
though he formed a Cabinet mod- 
@led after those of European coun- 
’ tries, he assumed most of the re- 
nsibilities of government himself. 
ut he worked under a tremendous 
handicap. It is said he could not 
write, and there were no words in 
his language to convey a definite 
idea of great distance, so he could 
have but little conception of the im- 
mense world which existed outside 
his own small empire. 
Though he failed in his sent 
to bring Abyssinia to the high level 
ef its distant European neighbors, 
he laid a substantial foundation for 
the efforts of the daughter who 
Succeeded him. Now Abyssinia, the 
Bthopia of Bible times, where bibli- 
cal and modern civilization clasp 
hinds over the centuries, is rapid- 
assuming the ways of the Occi- 
t. 


Ite: history and its former ruler 
become of particular interest at this 
time by reason of the recent ar- 
rival in this country of an official 
Mission from Abyssinia’s ruler. Os- 
car T. Crosby, until recently Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury of the 
United States, who visited King 
Menelek in his mud-plastered palace 
years ago, has described the mon- 
arch as he then found him in a bul- 
letin of the National Geographic 
Society. Mr. Crosby says: 

CLAIMS SOLOMON AS ANCESTOR. 
~ “Menelek was Emperor of the 
Abyssinians by virtue of having con- 
Guered a great many difficulties, 
most of which yielded only to the 


& kingly family that prof to 
trace its ancestry to a union ween 
Solomon and the Queen of Sheba. 
Our accepted authorities tn respect 
to Solomon do not mention this 
rticular amour, but that may have 
merely overlooked by time. 

“Following the well-established 
custom, | had with me a few gifts 


to present to His Majesty. who had/ | 


Sent imme goats, bread and tej. Two 
large volumes, with illustrations of 
Scenes of our own country, of its 
cities, mountains, waterfalis, etc., I 
offered in the hope of making known 
the land of the free. Through the 
excellent interpretation of a young 
Abyssinian attached to the British 
agency, | endeavored to explain the 
— relations of the United 

tes to the rest of the world, but 
Iam quite sure that I did pot make 
@ brilliant success. The différence in 
time between New York, which I 
mentioned as being our biggest city, 
and Addis Abeba seemed to interest 
His Majesty very much. 

“Menelek seemed to have some 
appreciation of the magnitude of the 
Brooklyn Bridge and of the Capitol, 
yet the absence in his own language 
of any defined measure of distance 
left me doubtful as to whether. in 
Spite of his unceasing efforts to un- 
Gerstand things American, he was 
really able to mentally interpret such 

eat dimensions. He n@er saw a 

use larger than his own, unless 
possibly the négiected ruins of a con- 
siderable building erected by the 
Portuguese about 200 years ago in 
Gondar. once Abyssinia’s capital. 

“As the Abyssinian is unable to 
make anything save the round hut, 
the royal residence. was built by 
East Indian carpenters of rails wat- 
tied together and more or less heav- 
iy covered with mud, the roof be- 
ing straw and mud thatch. This pal- 
ace or gebi might pass for a fairly 
comfortable country house, shabby 
for want of paint. Nor had Menelek 
ever seen a boat, save the sections 

. of one of poor Marchand’s little flo- 
ti@ lying covered up in front of 
the gebi, hundreds of miles from 
@nv navigable water.

BLIND AT \T THE, FALLS. 


Enjoyed Niagara, Though They Saw 
Nothing of Its Wonders. 


The strangest tribute ever paid 
to the splendor of Niagara was the 
visit of more than 100 blind men 
and women, who saw not a single 
drop of the white masses that top- 
pled over the precipice, but only 
sensed its wonders by the uncanny 
perception which comes at last to 
those who make their life’s journey 
through unending darkness, says @ 
writer in the New York Tribune. 

No more curious spectacle was 
over seen besides the great cataract 


than this gathering of sightless 
people, who made their excursion the 
last feature of the great internation- 
al pow-wow of blind folk at To- 
ronto recently. It included people 
from many walks in life and of 
every social status. There was an 
aristocrat from the first families of 
Virginia, who had driven from his 
estate on the Potomac in his own 
eight-cylinder Panhard: there was 
a millionaire from Eastern Canada, 
whose fortune was founded by tun- 
ing pianos and soliciting custom 
from door to door. There was a 
blind clergyman and a Lliind doctor. 
There was a blind teacher of an- 
cient history in a high school for 
sighted children. There were many 
librarians, many of the 
schools for the blind, a retired 
colonel in the army, managers of 
State broom shops, who used their 
good eyes to guide their sichtiess 
brethren, and there were all kinds 
of working women and working 
men. 


As this strangely inco 
procession groped through the 
trees along the river's edge their 


expressions did not differ greatly 
from that ef an equal number of 
sighted tourists. Many of them 
showed no trace ot Qnterest or emo- 
tion. But others seemed io sense 
almost fully the beauties that lay 
everywhere about them—the woed- 
ed sides of the gorge, 
flecked river winding its way 
through circling pools and whirling 
rapids and disappearing as though 
by magic through walls of rock and 
verdure, the tumbling magnificence 
of the N basin, the vast, white 
volumes of water, thundering over 
the precipice, the pink-shot mists 
rising from below and the multitu- 
dinous roar which seemed almost to 
Shake the heavens. 


WHERE MONEY IS 
MADE OF WOOD. 


Who evet heard uf wooden money? 
The only known currency of this 
kind tg issued by the Hudson Bay 
Company, and circulates all over the 
vast territory controlled by that 
powerful trading concern. 

It is a coinage consisting of pieces 
of wood known as “castors,” which 
are stamped with a die. These are 
accepted everywhere in that terrt- 
‘ory es cash, and are exchangeable 


moditses at the widely scattered sta- 
tions of the corporation. 

The area governed by the company 
is vast. In one straight line it ex- 
tends as far as from London to 
Mecca; from King’s Posts to the 
Pelly Banks .is further than from 
Paris to Sarmacand. Over all of 
this region the corporation exerci- 
»es a complete dominion, employing 
the native Indians, chiefly Ojibways 
and Crees, to collect the furs which 
furnish its revenue. 

Hundson Bay is about two-thirds 
the size of the Gulf of Mexico. It 
is an almost landlocked sea, with 
3000 miles of coast line. More than 
300 years ago Hendrik Hudson, 
trying to find the northwest pas- 
wage, wintered there. His crew 
‘mutinied and set him afioat in an 
open boat with his son and seven 
others. He and his companions 
were never seen again. 

The unit of value in that part of 
the world is a beaver skin. Two 
martens are equai to one beaver, 
and twenty muskrats are equivalent 
to one marten. The trapping is 
done in winter, and in spring the 
Indians bring the pelts to the sta- 
tions, receiving in payment for them 
wooden money. With the latter they 
buy what supplies they need, at the 
store maintained by the company 
at the station.—[Philadelphia Led. 
ger.

HALF OUR FORESTS GONE. 

We have used up about half the 
forests originally possesred. Al- 
though there are forest associations 
in nearly every State, supplement- 
ing the excellent work of the na- 
tional forest service, trees are be- 
ing used up faster than they are 
being grown. When a tree is cut 
less than half of it reaches the 
consumer. The sawmill wastes 
amount to 40 per cent. of tree 
Forest fires cause a loss of $25.000.- 
000 to $50,000,000 yearly. These 
are 147 national forests in the 
United States, consisting of 155,- 
166,619 acres.—-[{ Indianapolis News.

CARBURETOR NOT GUILTY. 


Part of 


Average Motorist Puts Blame on Wrong 


Engine. 


BY HARRY 


Experience has shown that the 


trouble of any kind, is apt to lay 
it immediately to poor carburetion. 
As a matter of fact, by far the 
larger percentage of these troubles 
traceable to other causes, and 
following paragraphs deal with 
some of the most prevalent of these: 
COMPRESSION. 
Good compression is absolutely 
for good carburetion and 
genera] engine performance. The 
universal adoption of the self-start- 
er, doing away with ali hand 
cranking, has taken from the mo- 
torist the opportunity of knowing 
the condition of his engine from day 
to day. As a result of this, valves, 
pistons and rings get in bad con- 
dition, and are allowed to remain 
so; all of which greatly lowers the 
efficiency of the engine. 

Tight cylinders must be had, not 
only to properly compress the 
charge so that the full benefit of 
expansion may be realized, but also 
to create the necessary vacuum or 
suction to draw a full charge into 
the cylinder. Any engine Which 


generally be 
found lacking in compression. 
IGNITION. 


By far the greater percentage of 
cars are now equipped with a Lat- 
tery ignition system. Workmanship 
and material, particularly aa re- 
gards the breaker mechanism and 
secondary distributor, fall far below | 
the standard set by the high-grade 
magneto, and consequently these | 
parts require more attention. Break- 
er points must be even and have 
a good surface of contact. Those 
distributors having a steel contact 
brush and a fiber disc with steel: 
segments tend to wear both the 
brush and the whole surface of the 
disc. Furthermore, there is always 
a slight tendency for the high ten- 


gether with the wearing process, is | 
responsible for the black residue so 
often seen on a distributor disc of ' 
this type. 

SPARK PLUGS. 

The importance of using good 
spark plugs cannot be  overesti- 
mated. In view of this fact it is 
most unfortunate that the motor- 
ing public as well as a certain per- 
centage of garage men seem to have 
no ideas to what constitutes a good 
plug. 

The insulator must extend well 
down into the core protecting the 
center electrode, which must be 
small and short. The insulator must 


of a high-grade alloy that will hold 
ite conductivity. A great deal of 
engine trouble is directly traceable 
to faulty plugs. Consequently they 
should have careful attention. 
OVERHEATING. 


Overheating is seldom traceable 
to poor carburetion. A mixture 
which burns the hottest is a very 
lean one; easily detected from other 
sources long before overheating 
takes place. A late spark timing or 
poor circulation of water are gen- 
erally to blame for overheating. 


VACUUM SYSTEM. 


Once in a while, due to a leaky 
check valve, or punctured float, the 
vacuum tank will fill up to the point 
where the vacuum tube can deliver 
pure gasoline in considerable quan- 
tities directly into the manifold. 

In cases Of this kind, the engine 
will operate as with a very rich 
mixture, even though jets of the 
smallest size have been used.

Tense Legal Battle on Briefs 
to Decide Island Status. 
Entire Future of Fisheries is 
Involved in the Issue. 


Alien Netmen Now in Posses- 
sion; Points Involved. 


Upon briefs now being prepared 
by Executive Officer Carl Wester- 
field, in behalf of the State Fish and 
Game Commission, collaborating 
with Senator Harry A. Chamber- 
lin, the District Attorney's office and 
County Counselor Ferguson, will de- 
pend the fate of the legislation 
passed last winter at Sacramento 
with intent to give proper recogni- 
tion and protection to the peculiar 
fish conditions which have made 
Santa Catalina Island so potent an 
attraction to all California and the 
south in particular. 

At the hearing Tuesday before 
Superior Judge Valentine on the at- 
tempt to make permanent the pres- 
ent temporary restraining order is- 
sued to bind the various authorities 
from “interfering” with the several 
hundred Japanese and Austrian al- 
lien plaintiffs in their regular “busi- 
neas’’ of violating the law closing the 
lee side of Catalina to net fishing, 
any doubts as to the intended scope 
of the order were removed by the 
service therewith of Attorney Wes- 
terfeld in his official capacity as ex- 
ecutive officer of the Fish and Game 
Commission and announcement by 
counsel for the plaintiffs that they 
proposed to restrain any and all oth- 
er authorities by the John Doe in- 
clusions in the order, without need 
to resort to officially designating 
these authorities as such.

“Allahabad—Great excitement prevails at 
Naini Tal. A Mowgli has been discovere4, 
and hundreds of people have been visiting 
the Crosthwaite Hospital the last few days 
to see this wild-looking creature caught in 
the jungle and made over to the police. 
That the little creature was, af one time, be- 


- yond doubt a female human child, now prob- 


ably eight or nine years of age, is proved 
by the fact that it carries vaccination marks 
on both arms, but its exposure to the ele 
ments has caused g thick growth of hair 
down each side of its face and down its 
spine. On the head are two or three heavy 
scars. There can be little doubt that & 
has always walked upright. as its elbows, 
knees and hands show no signs of continual 
contact with the earth. Its position when 
sitting is that of a monkey, and its actions 
and mode of joking at one also simulate the 
ape. Its hands are long, thin and bony, 
with thick, strong nails. This is undoubted- 
ly a case of child abanconment, which is 
by no means uncommon during the periods 
of scarcity in India. As to the problem of 
how the child existed during the period it 
has lived in the jungle, unfortunately there 
is no means of telling. Ita general appear- 
ance would indicate menkeys as foster 
parents.

He come in a large native 
canoe in which were himself, ten oarsmen, 
ard a man to steer, twelve natives ‘in all 
and all naked except for a cloth about the 
waist. The oarsmen sang all the way in 
time with the rowing. There was a peat 
ful full moon in a clear sky. We kept quite 


early 


near to the shore. an’ cou'¢ see the lights . 
of many of the ‘native villages as We passed ~ 


along. The cocoanut palms with the moun- 
tains In the background made a very pretty 
Beene at night. 
“! At last we arrived at the village of the 
Chief. It was in a little bay with @ shore 
of sandy beach and the native ho wes were 
under the palm trees-—the prettrest spot | 
have seen. We were escorted to the guest 
house with our baggage and the chief or- 
dered a feast of native delicacies to be 
spread out for us, After eating and talking 
sign language for awhile, the ehief ordered 
kava‘to be served, and about 12 o'clock 
beds of matting were made up for us and 
we went to bed for the rest of the night. 
The next day I came here to my house, 
chigh up on the hill facing ‘he center of & 
beautiful bay, on the right-hand shore of 
which I can see the native vil'age where I 
landed, on the left shore another native vit 
ae ih and to the front the sea. The 
hovrse high up and the hill in front is 
steep so I can look right over the top of the 
patms in each direction. Around the house 
are cocoanut, bread fruit, mangoes, bananas 
and many other kinds of tropical fruit. Un- 
der the trees the wild pineapples are very 
plentiful, and there are taro and yam and 
a wild tomato about the size of a marble, 
but of fine favor. 


Coing to Spend the Day 
W ith a Chief. 


N THE Fourth of July I received an ia- - 


vitation from the chief of the other vil- 
lage to visit his place. He came after me 
and I went with him alone. We went first in 
his house, where be ordered kava prepared 
and fruit brought out. Then he took me 
from house to house, about ‘fifteen in all, 
spending a time in each and being enter- 
tained at each in pure native style. 


We then returned to his home, where din- 
ner was prepared, after which a nap was in 
order and mats were arranged on the floor 
for it. As I had been expected to eat and 
drink kava at each place that we had vis- 
iced and also to do justice to the fine din- 
ner the chief had prepared, I was very wil- 
ling to tie down and rest for awhile. 

During the whole day and evening I did 
not meet one native who could speak any- 
thing but the native language and I don't 
think there are any in this part of the 
island who can speak English. but I don't 
mind that. | can usually understand what 
they mean when they take-me by the hand, 
lead me into a house and motion for me 
to sit down before some banana leaves 
spread on the ground, on which are set 
cooked wild pig, fowl and tropical fruit.

This is not done 
with pictures, but looks like a design on 
cloth and makes them look as if they had 
on @ pair of knee breeches under the lava 
lava covering. This lava lava is all they 
wear here except in a few cases when 
some of the women wanting to be very 
much dressed up, prt on what we would 
call a pinafore which comes only to the 


waist and the lava lav@ finishes out to the 
knees. 


The lava lava here is often made from 
the leaves of the palm woven like a straw 
hat, but in most cases it is simply two 
yards of gay colored cloth worn from the 
waist to the knees.

HILE | had been asleep the women 
had had a chicken killed and cookea 
for me with bread fruit and tafo and I had 
a good dinter. Soon after the chief, wh. 
had been away, arrived and was very glaa 
to see me. The gir! told him who I was and 
where I was going. He said the mud would 
be so bad and the mountains so hard to 
cross from there on that I would not be 
able to go any farther. He asked if | would 
not be willing to stop and live with them 
in that village, they would very much like 
to have me as they only saw a white man 
here once in several years. |] told them | 
already had a good home ih Saluapfata. © 
Be then said that if | would stay over the 
mext day with him he would have his men 
play games and dance and would have his 
Tapo girl dance for me This suited me all 
right and I told him 1 would satay He sent

It rained hard all night and was still rain- 
ing in the morning, but I could see they 
were getting ready for the gumes just the 
same.

‘The Samoan King Asks

AS “WE were going along the chief

statement: “Note that nothing is said about 
poultices and a fot of things that old-«styled 
nurses occupied themselves with.” 


Tt woul be better for the patient if 
nurses occupied themeelves more with 
some of these “old styled” things, ins:ead 
of merely filling out charts, taking tempera- 
tures and dealing out doses of poisonous 
drugs. 

The true nurse, like the poet or the physt- 
cian, is born, not made. The nurse should 
have a sympathetic disposition and shculd 
radiate health. 

Following is by Elmer Lee, M.D., of New 
York: 

“Nursing is a useful work,-but trained 
into clerks and semi-medical professionals, 
is a long way from simple, useful nursing 
I see young women attached to public hos 
pitals three and four years, women in their 
twenties, fitting themseives to be trained 
nurses, a course that could be shortened 
to three months.

DATE PACKING-HOUSE, 

COACHELLA—Work is progressing on 
the new packing-house for the California 
Date Association, Inc., at this place. The 
Plant will be, so far as is known, the only 
one of its kipd in the world, being used for 
the packing of dates and the manufacture 
of date products. 


TO ENLARGE CANNERY. 


CHINO.—The importance of the deal by 
which the Chino cannefy has become the 
property of Libby, McNeill & Liboy, pack- 
ers. of Chicago, is beginning to be realized 
in Chino as the plans of the corporation 
are unfolded. According to plans revealed 
by Philip Larmon, one of the managers of 
the company, the new plant will be two or 
three times the size of the present plant, 
and all kinds of fruit, vegetables and meats 
will be canned for domestic and export 
trade. Libby, McNeill & Libby have fif- 
teen or twenty canneries in the United 
State, but none in Southern California, the 
nearest being at Fresno. By operating a 
mumber of canneries at various points, the 
company is able to keep them going at full 
capacity because it is possible to ship rip 
ening fruit or vegetables to some center 
in each section of the State. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Larmon had decided to 
build a cannery in Chino in the event the 
Chino cannery deal had not been put through 


and that this fact was instrumental in in- 
ducing the stockholders of the Chino plant 
to sell their profitable enterprise. Options 
of purchase have been secured from H. E. 
Berjamin, E. W. Burgess and O. F. Olsbn 
for the six lots across the alley from the 
present building, and the new company has 
bought two lots of the Chino Land and Wa- 
ter Company While the building..plans as 
yet are indefinite, it is tntended to utilize 
the present building and extend Tt over ad- 
jacent sites. The buildings are to be of a 
substantial type, and part of them will be 
three stories high. Arrangements have been 
made whereby L. BE, McCanh, the present 
manager, will remain with the company un- 
til the present fruit season is over. It is 
understood that at least a thousand persons 
will be employed in the cannery when it is 
enlarged. .

SOME BIG FIGURES, 

E& CENTRO.—L T. Sparks, traveling 
freight and passenger agent for the South- 
ern Pacific at El Centro, has compiled ap- 
proximate figures on the movement of the 
cantaloupe and watermelon crops out of the 
Imperial Valley this year, showing the aston- 
ishing growth of this industry. From a lit- 
tle over 14,000 acres over 118,000,000 canta- 
loupes were obtained, 6f a melon for every 
man, woman ns child in America. Two 
and one-half million érates were required 
and 7839 cars needed te move the crop. The 
gross return for thé crop totaled approx- 
imately $9,208,080, andthe net returns to 
growers, $1,710,072. From 800 acres of 
watermelons over 13,000 tons of mdilons 
were obtained, netting growers $66,240,000 
or $82 an acre. During the month of June 
over a thonsand carloads of other products 
moved from the valley, with a net value to 
the ranchers of $1,122,660.

STUDYING POD BORER.

asked for help from both the State College 
of Agréculture and the United States 1-- 
partment of Agriculture. The county farm 
adviser’s office has taken the matter up 
with the proper authorities and has had 
two experts im the field to make a prelimi- 
nary survey of the problem. Several weeks 
ago the farm bureau had A. O. Larson of 
the Bureau of Entomology out looking over 
the field and the matter of further work by 
Mr. Larson on this problem has been taten 
up With his chief at Washington. More re- 
cently Prof. George P. Gray of the State 
College of Agriculture has been sizing up 
the situation. It is to be heped that aid 
will bé received from one of these sources. 
The most important thing to determine 
seems to be the life cycle of the insect, the 
larvae of which as small pinkish green 
worms obtain success to the pod and eat 
the beans within. Once the life history is 
known, methods of control may be possiDie 
of determination. [If the egg iu laid on the 
outside of the pod, then dusting with pow- 
dered lead arsenate may prove an ci:ficient 
method of control. If the egg is inserted 
within the pod, spraying or dusting w.li, of 
course, be in vain and some change in cul- 
tural practices may be necessary in order 
to control the pest. What is needed now is 
some investigation ty a trained entomolo- 
gist and the farm bureau hopes to get this 
under way soon.

Curly leaf 
Causes the roots to become woody and re 
duces the sugar content. State and ne 
tional entomologists are at work in an én- 
deavor to learn the exdct cause of this dig- 
ease and to formulate a remedy. 

Apparently. curly top, or curly leaf» is 
caused by organism introduced into the 
plant through the sting of the beet leaf 
hopper. These hoppers, which are proba- 
bly natives of the Southwest. spend the

valley during September. The season is sev- 
eral weeks ahead of that of last year. 

Growers, members of the associaion, will 
be paid 15 cents a pound for their largest 
fruit, running twenty to the pound, as soon 
as the fruit is delivered at the packing- 
house. For sizes ranging from 30 to 100 to 
the pound they will be paid on an &cent 
basis on delivery and for the smaller sizes 
5 cents. 

The absociation estimates that it will han- 
dle 180,000,000 pounds of prunes for its mem. 
bers, this year, which, at the prices to be _ 
the growers, will net them about $25,000,- 
000. Half of this sum wil fow into their 
pockets within the next three months un- 
der the arrangement by which they are paid 
approximately 50 per cent. for their fruit on 
delivery. 

The Canadian.market will receive the first 
shipment of dried apricots to be sent out of 
the Santa Clara’ Valley this year by the 
association.

“SANTA BARBARA.—Hampshire swine 
}breeders from all parts of California, and 
a few from the Middle West attended the 


sale of Hampshire swine held on the Ortega- 
Underhill Ranch at Santa Barbara, Wednes- 
day, August 6. The lively interest that has 
been developed in the Hampshire breed was 
shown particularly in the number of new 
breeders at the sale. 

E. C, Stone of Peoria, Ill., secretary of the 
Nationa] Hampshire Breeders, was “present 
and told of the great progress which has 
been made by the breed in the past fifteen 
years. “Jn 1904," he said, “twelve men 
owned all of the registered Hampshires in 
the United States, and ten of these twelve 
men lived on rented farms.

JHE CONSTRUCTION OF ROADS, 


BY ARTHUR L. DAHL. 
O CARRY out the plans for the con- | 


struction of gofd roads already formu- 

lated in the United States, involving, 
as they do, hundreds of millions, of doliars. 
will require the enlistment of all kinds of 
heavy equipment besides the army of men 
needed to carry on the work. Uur public 
roads will be built to last and many proj- 
ects will require the bauling of great quan- 
tities of stone, cement and other material, 
and to aid m hauling this material the 
War Department bas donated 40,000 motor 
trucks for road work, 

The tractor, with its tremendous pulling 
power, its ability to travel over uneven 
surfaces, and its .general efficiency.in all 
classes of heavy work, will be called 
to aid materially in this road work. he 
tracklaying types especially are being pur- 
chased by counties road districts for 
use on public high 

The tractor is designed to operate under 
entirely different conditions than the motor 
truck. The latter reaches its highest effi- 
ciency whers the surface over which it 
travels fs s ahd. even, while the trac- 
tor must only negotiate the roughest 
kinds of grownd, covered with vegetation, 
but must pull a heavy implement behind. 
The tractor engineer designed his machine 
to meet unusual and sudden strains, to 
travel over steep grades, to navigate soft 
soil or plow through heavy brush or other 
obstructions. These qualities all contribute 
toward rendering the maximum service in 
road building. 


FOR HAULING ROCK. 


In building permanent roads rock is the 
prime essential, and on account of its great 
weight highway engineers generglily plan 
on securing this material from the nearest 
and best source of supply. On many 
stretches of road to be constructed native- 
rock is not available, nor is railroad trans- 
portation near, and it is necessary to naul 
the material long distances. In hauting 
jobs of this kind, the tractor is superior to 
the truck because it requires less super 
vision. A tractor operator can take a train 
of loaded wagons and with b‘e tractor can 
haul them all, four, or five or six at a time. 
The use of tractors for hauling ore from 
mines located in mountain districts, off the 
railroads, has demonstrated their ability 
for this work, and the experience of road 
contractors is duplicating that of the mine 
operators in the matter of heavy hauling. 

Where it is désired to open up new quar. 
ries for the purpose of using the stone for 
road work, the tractor will do the pioneer 
work of beating a path-for the trucks to fol- 
low. Gullies, uneven surface and heavy 
underbrush are not effective against the 
tractive force of the tractor, and after its 
hedvy passage hes blazed a road from 

Ww. 

Nor is the’ adaptability of tractors for 
road work confined entirely to the!r haul. 
ing ability. In Lane county, Oregon, the 
Supervisors purchased tWo seventy-five 
horse-power tractors for road work, and 
they found that these machines could be 
used in practically every phase of road 
work, They use the machines to pull scart- 
fiers, and in a part of the time previously 
spent with horses, they could loosen up the 
macadam to the desired depth. One of 
these machines, in the course ‘of four hours, 
did an amount of such work that would 


require four teams working for four days 

to perform. Lane county also uses the 

tractors for all kinds of grading work, and 

one machine graded three miles of hard 

ys. 

One of the larger types of tractors used 
road construction hauled four wagons 
loaded with five tons of rock each, a dis- 
tance of three miles at a cost less than half 
that of horse-drawn wagons. 

A road contractor in Texas kept a care 
ful record of the cost of hauling with trac 
and with horses, and he found that 
haul road material with the trac- 
cost of 7 cents a yard, while the

needs. Where work ig required to be done 
a distant part of the county, the entire 
work outfit is hitched to the tractor and it 
pulls the equipment to the work to be done 
The tractOr will pull a road plow, scaritier, 
heavy roller or any other implement used 
in’ the work, and if a concrete mixer is 
-used for putting in a culvert or bridge, thé 
tractor engine is belted to the mixer and 
power is furnished for this work. Heavy 
rocks, sand. cemert or other road material 


is hauled by the teactor, and to matter 


what the demand may be, the machine

usually responds az efficiently as it does in|* 


the farm field. 

While a great many tractors are being 
used in regular road construction by con- 
tractors and public officials, a still larger 


number are used occasionally to tmprove/ 


dirt goads in the vicin‘ty of the farnis of the 
owners. Of the total of 2,500,000 miles of 
public roads in the United States, nearly 
2,400,000 miles are of earth, and these 
roads require almost constant attention to 
keep them in fairly good condition. After 
a heavy rain In summer, or after the melt 
Ing of the winter snows, gullies are made, 
chuck holes appear and other impediments 
to traffic constantly arise. 

According to experts of the Office of Pub- 
lic Roads of the Department of Agriculture, 
the best means of keeping dirt roads in 


good condition for spring iraffic is to get 
the rain or snow waters away from the 
roadbed as quickly as possible and keep 
them away. To do this requires that the 
road shall have the proper slope and that 
adequate drains and ditches be provided 
along the sides to carry off the water. by 
clearing a roadway of slush and meited 
snow it will prevent the.water from soak- 
ing into and softening the subgrade. A

GREAT ACTIVITY IN 
THE PEAR SECTION. 


LANCASTER.—The Littlerock district is 
the scene of much business activity now in 
the gathering, sorting and shipping of Bart- 
lett pears. Many helpers are on the ground 
and other are earning good wages. 

The Pacific Fruit Exchange, of which M. 
J, Diliman, Jr., is district agent, is filling « 
long-felt want in the pear belt this year. 
The fruit ranchers are shipping direct to 
eastern markets on the commission basis, 
and will receive something like $13£ per ton 
for No. 1 pears. Last year fruit from Little- 
rock brought only $80 per ton. for No. 1 
fruit, while this season the ranchers are 
receiving that much for No. 2 pears. 

L. A. Bones, one of the best ranchers of 
the pear belt, has five acres of trees, which 
will yield sixty-five tons this . The 
trees are fourteen years old. E. E. Fugitt 
has twenty acres of trees, with six acres of 
bearing fruit, from which he will realize 
this year thirty-five tons of fruit. He also 
has five acres in fine apples. W. J, Kiing’ 
has twenty acres in pears, ten of which is 
now bearing fruit. He expects 100 tons of 
pears this year. He has also ten acres 
planted to apples, five of which is bearing 
fruit. Nellie J. Barton has about twenty- 
eight acres planted to pears, wvelve of which 
is bearing. She will get about seventy-five

GOOD ROADS NECESSARY. 

* Not all farmers are favored with a per 
manent road in front of their farms, and if 
they are to reap full benefit from the con 
struction of a public highway in their vi- 
cinity, it is essential to have the country 


road leading from their farms to the public} 


highway in good enough condition to sus- 
tain same load they expect to haul to 
market_over the public highway. By using 
the farm tractor on road work durimg the 
slack periods when ne field operations are 
necessary, it is possible for the average 
dirt road to be kept in such shape, no mat- 
ter what the weather conditions are, thai 
heavy loads can be hauled over it. In this 
day of the automobile, when every farm has 
at least one machine, and when the wife 
and the children know how to run the car 
and use it daily in running errands or visit- 
ing, good roads are even more essential 
than in the old days when a trip to town 
was @ Saturday holiday treat Ali of the 
implements or contrivances needed to keep 
dirt roads in condition can be made on the 
farm at slight expense; and with the power 
furnished by the tractor the deepest bogs 
can be filled with rock or the uneven 
sarfaces of the rvadbed can be smoorhed 
out by the drag or a home-made scarifier 
and roller. 

The farm tractor was originally buili to 
supply power for plowing, but each day 
its usefulness is extended until.there are 


very few power jobs @gound a fafm that it) 


cannot perform. Its’ throbbing engine can 
be harnessed alike teéythe plow or the 
pump; it will.es cheerfully avd efficiently 
slice the feed for the.stock as saw the 
wood for the fire; and from the field, where 
it helps to grow the grain for the city man’s 
bread, it will go as obediently to the road- 
way and help make level and firm the 
surface over wh the trucks or wagons 
can carry to market the grains and fruits 
raised by the labor of man and machine.

The Littlerock irrigation district, com‘ 
posed of E. E. Fugitt, president; Clarence 
Scdtt, secretary; L. A. Bones, vice-president, 
is the source through which the various or- 
chards in that section receive their water. 
The district was formed several years ago. 
The water comes from a large dam up in 
the thountains, south of the pear belt; from 
the dam it is turned into a canal and thence 
to the various pipe lines to the orchards. 
Fach owner is assessed a small sum each 
year per acre for water. This year the sup- 
ply of water for irgigation purposes was 
just enough to £0 around. When the 
projected new dam is finished there will be 
water a-plenty for every tree in the Little 
rock pear district. 

The first pears were shipped from this 
section about twelve years age, the price 
received for the fruit being $60 per ton. 


PROTECT STORED FOODSTUFFS. 

The time approaches when vast quantt- 
ties of dried beans, rice, peas, cereals and 
grains will be placed in storage awaiting 
shipment or for future consumption. A 
comparatively small outlay for cement or 
carbon disulphid may save thousands of dol- 
lars worth of destroyed or spoiled foodstuffs 
lost through the ravages of rodents and stor- 
age insects. Where ventilation is desirable 
in a storage room, protect the openings by 
setting coarse wire screen in cement to ex- 
clude rats and mice.

_OF A GOOD SEED BED. 


A good seed bed for wheat cannot be 
made unless the work is begun early. 
Many things are necessary in preparing 
a. good seed bed, but the first essential is 
time. It cannot be done in a day nor yet in 
a week. There must be many days of set- 
tling. There must be some good, packing 
rains. And there ought to be frequent cub 
tivation of the soil. 
because a 


Those things afe necessary 
good seed bed for wheat must be firm and 
it must be moist. The upper three inches 
of soil must be mellow and finely divided, 
and the portion beneath must oe well com- 
pacted. 

Essentials to successful wheat growing 
vary widely in different sections of the 
country, but the United States Department 
of Agriculture regards these things as basic 


-essentials anywhere that wheat is grown in 


the United States. The wheat experis of 
the department may recommend one 

of plowing for one section and other kings 
of plowing for other sections, and even no 
Dilowing at all under some conditions, but 
a finely pulverized top sofl well packed 
down and forming a perfect union with the 
subsoil is urged for every section. 

Early plowing and thorough tillage of the 
plowed soil results in retaining the water 
that is in the soil and catching and storing 
the water that falls after cultivation is be- 
gun. A firm seed bed under this mulch en- 
ables the young wheat plants to make use 
of the subsoil waters. Sufficient: moisture 
is thus assured for the germination of the 
seed and for the early fall growth of the 
seediings—a much more [mportant thing, 
the experts say, than many wheat growers 
consider it. It does not apply, as some 
might think, just to the semiarid regions. 

“If the importance of this thing were 
generally recognized throughout the s0- 
called humid areas,” says one of the wheat 
experts of the Department of Agriculture, 
“there would be less frequent losses from 
drought and better wheat crops would re 
sult. In this area, the mistake is often 
made of thinking that there will always be 
enough moisture present for a maximum 
crop of wheat. The result is that poor 
crops are often harvested where a little 
more attention to moisture preservation 
would have assured good crops.” , 

If wheat is to be grown on stubble land, 
the ground should be plowed at least seven 
inches deep immediately after harvesting 
the crop of grain. The harrow should dose- 
ly folloW the plow. both operations being 
done the same day and as close together 
as possible. After that, cultivation should 
be given as often as necessary—-which usu 
ally means as often as possible--until the 
wheat is sown. The cultivation may be 
with harrow or disc or drag or roller. ft 
accomplishes several desirable things. It 
kills the weeds. It settles the subsoil and 
makes it firm It maintains a soil mulch 
above. And none of these things can be 
done if the ground is not plowed early. 

Now, “early plowing” is an indefinite 
term. It may mean one thing to one farmer 
and an entirely different thing to another 
farmer. “As early as possible” is the safe 


rule. 

Some makeshifts may help a good deal. 
Tf it is absolutely impossible to begin plow- 
ing as soon as the ground is clear of this 
‘year’s crop, double discing should be re 
sorted to at once. That chops up and at 
least partly pulverizes the top soll--makes 
a passable mulch and retains much of the 
moisture until the plowing can be done. 
Also, it kills the weeds or, at least, cripples 
them enough to minimize the damage they 
a moisture out of the 


If wheat is to follow a cultivated crop, 
frequent cultivation given to that crop wll 
maintain a soil mulch and preserve moist- 
ure. If level cultivation is practiced, a good 
seed bed usually can be prepared by discing 
and harrowing after the crop is removed. 
If weeds are present, however, ft may be 


advisable to go over the ground with a dise 
harrow, plow shallow and disc again.

TRACTOR AIR CLEANER. 

Tractors are generally fitted with alr 
washers or cleaners to keep dust and dirt 
from the engine and thus prevent early 
wearing out of pistons and scoring of cylin- 
ders. These air-cleaning appliances must 
be drained frequently, and the accumulated 
dirt removed. Cleaners which operate upon 
the air washing principle must be filled with 
water each day, the effectiveness of the de- 
vice depending upon maintenance of water 
at the proper level. 


TRACTORS IN SOFT LAND, 

Excessive rainfall in Jefferson Davis 
parish, Louisiana, made impracticable the

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SAN JOAQUIN COTTON GROWERS 
DESPITE SLIM CROPS. 


UTSTANDING results of the 1919 sew 
son of ‘cotton growing in the San 
Joaquin Valley are (1) there will be 
but a 45 per @ent. stand, but fair crop where 
a stand was secured; (2) short staple, and 
not. Egyptian cotton, has been found the 
best variety for planting; (3) more knowl- 
edge of cotton growing is required by the 
growers in order to produce a paying crop. 
The third year of cotton growing in the 
area between Bakersfield and Fresno since 
cotton raising was abandoned there two 
decades ago, has not yielded results which 
could be qualified with the superlative. Of 
the 22,000 acres planted this year, there is a 
paying stand on about 10,000 acres, chiefly 
due, it is reported, to misconceptions of the 
ineory and practice of cotton growing. 
' A large number of cotton farmers irri- 
gated their seed shortly after planting and 
found they made a grave mistake. Rotting 
of the seed in these areas was general, and 
very poor stands resulted. Many thousand 
acres will not be picked because of the 
meager stand. The seedbed should be thor 
Oughly soaked prior to planting, and the 
second irrigation withheld until the plants 
are six or seven weeks old, Imperial Valley 
Srowers have found. 
Those growers, however, who followed 
good cotton culture carefully report a fair 
Stand of -excellent cotton of a staple fully

by a cotton expert, and a fair stand re- 
sulted. There may be 350 pounds of lint to 
the acre on the McDevitt cotton area, it is 
stated. 

In the Bakersfield region there are about 
5000 acres of cotton. It is spotted as to} 
condition and stand, more as to the latter 
than the former. In the region between 
Corcoran and Fresno there are approxi: 
mately 13,500 acres of cotton. Here the 
xreatest areas of Egyptian are planted. It 
is from the Yuma seed, which was the only 
available variety of Egyptian cotton avail 
able at the time of planting. There are 500 
acres of cotton seattered outside these 
three areas. 

One conviction that has been arrived at 
as a result of this year’s cotton growing 


im the ground tm the Colorado River valleys. 
The success achieved in growing short 
staple by come of the San Joaquin farmers 
has encouraged them to persist and tontinue 
to raise this variety. Cotton growing is far 
from being a dead issue im the valley. 
Cotton fs not a “fool-proof” crop. In the 
first place, the intending grower should 
have a thorough knowledge of the theory 
of plan and caring for cotton, and the 
habits and meeds of the plant shoyld be 
carefully studied by those who intend en- 
gaging im. its culture. Cotton, once 4 
stand is secured, is fairly hardy, but frost 
virtually puts an ‘end to the growth of the 
plant, and rain greatly deteriorates the 
fiber and cdélor, and causes bolls to fall. 
California’ short cotton commands the 
highest price in the markets of the world. 
In the Imperial Valley, above and below 
the border, there are said to be 143,000 
acres of cotion this year. All but 3000 acres 
of this area is in the short staple cotton.

SUGGESTIONS FOR 
STORING POTATOES, 


The tubers should be dry and reasonably 
free from dirt when put into storage; an 
excess of 1. visture or soil increases the 
amount of heat in bhewly-stored potatoes. 
The soil tends to fill up the spaces between 
the tubers ,thus cutting off air circeniation 
and helping to retain heat that would oth- 
erwise escape. All diseased, badly cut, or 
bruised tubers should be removed from the 
crop before it is put into storage. 

It i¢ & common practice for some com- 
mercial growers and shippers to store pota- 
toes in Ding to a depth of ten to fifteen 
feet. *This is almost certain to 
much heavier shrinkage loss than when 
stored to a depth of t more than six 
feet. The heavier shrin is the result 
of the greater amount of heat generated

_ Remove the plate which goes on the side 


of the motor which encloses the valves 
and first ascertain which cylinder is weak. 
This may be done by two methods: First, 
open the priming cups on top of the cylin-

posed to be closed, us it may be adjusted 
too high, not allowing the valve to seat 
when the cam is in the down position. If 
the valve is riding the tappet, adjust it to 
about one-sixty-fourth inch clearance and 
the Valve may then seat properly. If not, 
then proceed to grind the valve in, and 
when you have to grind in one valve, al- 
ways go over all of them at the same time

To CLEAN SPARK PLUGS, 

When it is necessary to clean the carbon 
from several spark plugs—say a set of four 
or six—here is a good method to use: 

To about a quart of water add a table 
spoonful of common concentrated lye, put- 
ting the solution in a porcelain or iron ves 
sel. Put the spark plugs in this solution 
and set the vessel over a slow fire. Let boil 


twenty minutes, after which you will find 
that all carbon has disappeared, leaving the 
plugs bright and shining. Wash the plugs 
thoroughly and let them dry before replac- 
ing in the engine.

The Rreatest eare should be observed by 
prospective purchasers in selecting a trac 
tor for work in orchal or vineyard. The 
quality of the work to be performed call« 
for certain exact specifications. In orchar« 
work particularly, the tractor is called up- 
on to perform work of a more precise an 
versatile kind than in any other agrariau 
labor.’ The horticulturalist who depend 
for an income on the product of a cit rw 
grove, for instance, wants a tractor tha: 
will not injure any part of the tree, but at 
the same time cultivate right up to the 
tree trunks under boughs hanging low with 
high priced fruit. 

Some orchardists use a rather large trac 
tor with equipment to cultivate the entire 
area between the trees at one operation. 
Such a plan saves more labor, and on the 
larger citrus ranches tractors with eat least 
fifteen draw-bar horse power are 
indispensable, where the orchardist 
vates on this large scale. On the other 
hand, tractors of niedium size and power 
efe more in use in orchards than the large 
types 


The orchardist desires to buy a tractor 
for his tree work that is easy to control } 
getting abont between the trees. Wh 
the orchard is of such an age that the 
limbs nearly meet, -a trac of the low 
type is best. A tractor that can be driven 
with safety at any desirable speed is an- 
other consideration in buying one for or- 
chard work. 

Prof. J. B. Davidson, formerly of the Unt- 
versity of California, says of the operation 
of the tractor: 

“There are three principal factors in- 
volved in the ultimate success of the trac- 
tor, and these am, the tractor, the work 
and the operator. Of these no dovbt, the 
latter plays the most important role. To 
have success with a tractor, the operator 
must understand and feel for the machine. 
He must have faith in it and like to work 
with it. A man not in sympathy with his 
tractor is not apt to succeed with it. 

“To care for a tractor, an operator must 
be able to inspect the machine and d@etect 
trouble as it arises and before ft becomes 
serious. Most of the serious troubles of the 
tractor appear gradually. Certain pafts of 
a tractor are subject to wear and the ca)- 
able, efficient operator as distinguished 
from one who is not is the one with the 
necessary skill to make the adjustmen: 
and repairs necessary, to compensate for 
wear. Nearly 90 per cent. of tractor 
troubles are due to faulty lubrication,”
